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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: With respect to the amendment after final filed on 
3/6/09, the applicant states on pages 8-9 with respect to claim 1 that forwarding, by the at least one repeater node, the data packet to the 
receiver and storing, by the at least one repeater node, a copy of the forwarded packet; and the at least one repeater node initiating 
retransmission of the data packet by transmitting the stored copy of the forwarded data packet to the receiver is not taught in the 
Alapuranen reference. The examiner respectfully disagrees with the statement, and points out that Alapuranen reference teaches ARQ 
transmitter which acts as a repeater because of continous retransmission which is sent to the receiver. Further, the Alapuranen reference 
teaches a data terminal(memory) which is connected with an Hybrid ARQ transmitter which can retransmit packets based on the receiver's 
request. Thus, the Alapuranen referenc teaches forwarding, by the at least one repeater node, the data packet to the receiver and storing, 
by the at least one repeater node, a copy of the forwarded data packet (see fig. 3, [0022], [0025] and [0038 - 0039]; and the at least one 
repeater node initiating retransmission of the data packet by transmitting the stored copy of the forwarded data packet to the receiver 
([0026], [0030], [0016], [0038] and [0040]). 
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
